More than two-thirds of the passengers survived 
an airplane crash Monday morning in southeast- 
ern Venezuela, government officials said. 

Fifteen people were confirmed dead and 36 
survived when the plane, carrying 51 passengers 
and crew, crashed in the state of Bolivar, Gov. 
Francisco Rangel Gomez said. 

Many of the survivors were taken to hospitals 
in the city of Guayana, he said. At least two of 
the victims died at the hospital, said Yanitza Ro- 
driguez, director of the Hospital Uyapar. 

Rangel Gomez declared three days of mourn- 
ing but called it a “miracle” that so many people 


survived. 

The survivors “are with some problems, but 
they are alive, thank God,“ he said. 

Authorities had identified all but six of the 
deceased. A names of the victims would be with- 
held until they are all identified, Rangel Gomez 
said. 

The aircraft belongs to the government- 
owned Conviasa airline. 

Aerial photographs showed that the plane 
crashed in an industrial storage yard. 

Best Western hotel clerk Ivan Maradey said he 
saw the plane tumble into some power lines be- 
fore hitting the ground and exploding. 


The aircraft was an ATR42, a twin- turboprop, 
short-haul airplane built in France and Italy, 
Rangel Gomez said. Conviasa Flight 2350 was 
en route from Isla Margarita to Guayana when 
it crashed near Puerto Ordaz, the governor said. 

The cause of the crash had not been deter- 
mined and remained under investigation, Rangel 
Gomez said. He identified the pilot as Ramiro 
Cardenas. 

The officials made their comments on the 
CNN-affiliated Globovision TV station. 

Federal investigators arrived at the scene 
Monday afternoon to begin examining the crash 
site, the state-run AVN news agency reported.

John Keating Jr., of the Near North Side, wrote to GP about the 
Pulaski Orange Line stop, which is suffering from graffiti along its 
stairwell. Keating complained that the graffiti has been smeared in an 
attempt to clean it. “The ‘artists’ just keep adding more on top. The 
CTA should just paint over the tile surface,” Keating, 76, wrote to GP

Talk queen eclipses famous car 
giveaway by handing out trips to 
Australia in final season’s premiere

Giving away cars is soooooo 2004. 

For the premiere of her 25th and final season that aired Mon- 
day Oprah Winfrey dazzled the audience with an all-expenses-paid, 
eight-day trip to Australia. 

“We’re going to Australia! We are going to Australia! You and you 
and you and you, are going to Australia!” the Chicago media queen said 
during the broadcast, echoing her famous “you get a car, you get a car” 
episode six years prior. 

Some 300 audience members clapped, cried and hugged as Win- 
frey announced the trip and introduced pilot-actor John Travolta, who 
stepped out of a mock-up of a jet rolled onto the stage. 

Some of her show’s staff also will fly to Sydney in December, where 
the Sydney Opera House will be transformed into the “Oprah” House 
for a taping of her show 

Monday’s surprise trip rivals one of Winfrey’s most famous episodes, 
when she gave away cars to each of her audience members to open her 
19th season in 2004. She’s also known for giving away thousands of 
dollars in gifts to the lucky audience members who attend her annual 
“Favorite Things” show 

Winfrey announced last year that she would be taking her longtime 
talk show off the air. As of Jan. 1, she will move on to her new OWN 
network, and as a result, she told TV Guide, she has different stan- 
dards for her guests for the upcoming season. 

“This year will be about creating moments,” she said. “Twenty-five 
years feels right in my bones and it feels right in my spirit. It’s the per- 
fect number— the exact right time,” Winfrey said in a statement at the 
time. 

Since then, the TV mogul has said her show will go out with a bang. 

The premiere week of “The Oprah Winfrey Show” will feature an ap- 
pearance by country stars Naomi and Wynonna Judd; a return visit to 
Williamson, WVa., where Winfrey did an episode on HIV and AIDS 
in 1987; and the announcement of Winfrey’s latest book club selection. 

Winfrey’s departure leaves big shoes to fill. For 24 seasons the one- 
time Baltimore news anchor has dominated her realm like few other 
modern media stars. While ads for Winfrey’s final year are being sold 
at a premium, her departure will leave a void in the schedules of many

“Her loyal audience has a lot of choice— in- 
cluding Oprah, as she will be on cable,” said 
Larry Wert, president of NBC Local Media 
for the Midwest and West. “But, competi- 
tively, Oprah stations will be challenged to try 
and hold those audiences, and competitors 
will see it as an opportunity to grow audience 
share.” 

While some online commenters have greet- 
ed Winfrey’s planned departure with remarks 
such as “finally” many more fans are missing 
her already 

“I’m not ready to let her go,” said Tosha 
Ridgeway, an English teacher at Rockwall 
(Texas) High School who uses a life-size Oprah 


cutout as her hall pass and “Oprah” shows on 
Columbine and racism as teaching tools. 

“I’m not really accepting it just yet,” added 
Ridgeway who was interviewed last week 
while at a Texas airport, waiting to fly to Chi- 
cago to attend an Oprah taping Thursday 
But like Jeff Gordon driving a slow victory 
lap, Winfrey will give us plenty of time to ad- 
mire her and to say goodbye. 

“This year is the Mount Everest of bar-rais- 
ing,” said Sheri Salata, the show’s executive 
producer. “There is a gravity to this and a sense 
of responsibility For every show, we’re looking 
to create a moment that we might not have had 
in another year.” 


Producers have asked themselves, she said, 
“How do we do everything bigger and better 
and even more delightfully this year? We’re 
looking at everything as an ‘ultimate.’ ” So 
when the show does its last “Favorite Things” 
giveaway episode during November sweeps, 
it’ll be the “ultimate” “Favorite Things” epi- 
sode, Salata said. 

Winfrey told TV Guide that everyone has 
to step up their games. “I can assure you we’re 
saying to all of our celebrity friends this is not 
the year you can come on and just promote 
your book or promote your song,” she said. 
“You have to create moments.”

Boy’s death an accident

For years, the Far South Side block where 
the multigenerational Pierce family cared 
for their children felt safe with its older 
residents and families, but one family 
member felt the home in a crime-plagued 
Roseland neighborhood needed some ex- 
tra protection. So he brought in a shotgun. 

On Sunday evening, after finding the 
key that kept the 20 -gauge weapon under 
lock, 12-year-old Michael Pierce and his 
older brother played with the weapon until 
it fired, striking Michael in the face, Chi- 
cago police said. 

Michael’s mother told authorities she 
found him at about 6:50 p.m. at the foot 
of the basement stairs at the home in the 
0-99 block of East 103rd Place. Less than 
30 minutes later, the sixth-grader was 
pronounced dead at an Oak Lawn hos- 
pital, authorities said. Police questioned 
his 14-year-old brother but concluded the 
shooting was accidental and released him 
without charges, police said Monday 

The Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services also was investigat- 
ing the circumstances of Michael’s death, 
spokesman Kendall Marlowe said. He said 
the household never has been part of any 
investigations by the agency 

Michael’s family praised the boy while 
asking for privacy to grieve, saying the 
spotlight was upsetting the family’s 
78 -year-old matriarch. 

Over the years, the family adopted a 
number of children, including Michael, 
who was 4 months old when adopted. 

“I loved him from the day he came to 
live with us,” older sister Sheri said on the 
front porch as she held the boy’s picture. 
Another sister, Yolanda, called the boy a 
blessing to the family

SCHOOL MOURNS 


At Roseland Christian School, which Michael Pierce attended, grief counselors were on 
hand to console the 114-student body, Principal James VanZyl said. School officials an- 
nounced Michael’s death at a morning gathering followed by a prayer for the popular boy. 
“He was a serious student, and he was very well-liked by the kids,” VanZyl said. 




Lawsuit alleges CTA bus dragged woman 20 feet

A South Side woman who says she got 
caught in the door of a CTA bus and was 
dragged for 20 feet has sued the agency 
and one of its drivers. 

Debra Pearson, 50, was trying to board 
a “very crowded bus” at no W 79th St. on 
April 28 when the incident occurred, accord- 
ing to her attorney Kevin J. McNamara. 
McNamara said Pearson’s husband got 


on the bus first and had taken his wife’s 
arm to help her board when the doors sud- 
denly closed, trapping her right arm near 
the elbow 

The driver then pulled away and dragged 
Pearson for about 20 feet before some 
passengers saw what was happening and 
screamed for him to stop, McNamara said. 

Pearson was treated at St. Bernard 
Hospital, McNamara said. Doctors found 


no fractures, but Pearson since has been 
treated multiple times for nerve damage, 
McNamara said. 

The lawsuit was filed this month in 
Cook County Circuit Court. 

CTA officials on Monday said they can- 
not discuss pending litigation. 

The driver, who could not immediately 
be reached, is a 15-year CTA veteran, ac- 
cording to public records. 


Good news 
and bad 
on state 
test scores

Average SAT scores in Illinois dropped across 
all subjects for the class of 2010, but there was 
good news too: The graduates showed they 
could outwrite their peers nationally 

Illinois posted the highest average score in 
the country on the essay portion of the SAT 
college admissions test in writing, tied with 
Connecticut, Michigan and Minnesota, ac- 
cording to results released this morning by 
the College Board. 

The news comes just months after state ed- 
ucation officials canceled Illinois’ own writing 
test for elementary and junior high students 
because of budget shortfalls, prompting con- 
cerns that writing instruction will taper off as 
students head toward the critical high school 
years. 

Illinois still will give the nth-grade state 
writing test this school year. 

Across the country, the SAT writing exam 
posed a challenge to 2010 graduates, with 
nearly every state posting lower scores in 
writing compared with reading and math- 
ematics, a Tribune review of all state results 
showed. 

The SAT writing section includes multiple 
choice grammar questions, and a separate es- 
say in which students have 25 minutes to write 
on an assigned topic. The top essay score is 12. 
Illinois students scored an average 7.9, down 
slightly from 8 in 2009, but the highest in the 
country 

Still, with results from all parts of the writ- 
ing test combined, Illinois’ average writing 
score slid to 577, from 583 in 2009. 

Likewise, Illinois’ average reading score 
dipped to 585, from 588 in 2009; and the aver- 
age math scored dropped to 600, from 604 in 
2009. 

Mary Fergus, a spokeswoman for the Il- 
linois State Board of Education, noted that 
fewer than 6 percent of the state’s students 
take the SAT. 

“Y>u never want to see scores decline but 
this is a very slight dip of less than one per- 
cent,” she said. 

“Illinois students continue to post well 
above the national average and we have seen 
overall gains in scores over the past decade, up 
17 points in reading and up 14 points in math.”

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Party guest files lawsuit 
in wake of porch collapse

A lawsuit was filed Monday against the owner of a 
Lakeview building where a back porch collapsed this 
weekend, injuring several people. 

The building’s owner, Jean Lee, also was cited by 
the city for failure to “rebuild or replace [a] dilapi- 
dated and dangerous porch.” 

At least eight people were on the wooden second- 
story porch about 1:20 a.m. Sunday when it separated 
from the building and collapsed, according to city of- 
ficials. 

The lawsuit was filed on behalf of Alana Heber, 
who was among about 20 people at an impromptu 
house-warming party for a friend who had just moved 
into the building in the 3700 block of North Ashland 
Avenue, said Heber ’s attorney Francis Patrick Mur- 
phy Heber, 23, was standing on the deck when it gave 
way. 

‘All of a sudden, with no warning, the deck collaps- 
es and falls to the ground,” Murphy said. “The eight 
kids standing on it slide down the deck and land on 
top of each other.” 

Four people were taken to the hospital following 
the collapse. Heber was not among them but went to 
the hospital later Sunday for injuries to her ankle and 
shoulder, Murphy said. 

The lawsuit, filed in Cook County Circuit Court, 
alleges that the building’s owner failed to properly 
design, construct, maintain, inspect and repair the 
porch. 

Chicago building inspectors estimated the deck is 
at least 20 years old and was not built to current stan- 
dards. The building code requires porches to support 
100 pounds of pressure per square foot. 

In addition to its citation, the city required Lee to 
remove alterations made to the building’s attic with- 
out a permit or submit plans for approval. 

A judge likely will hear the case in housing court 
early next week, McCaffrey said.

Lawyer: Wade should gel custody of his children

NBA superstar Dwyane Wade should be granted sole 
custody of his children, a court-appointed lawyer repre- 
senting the Wades’ two young children said as a custody 
trial started Monday in Cook County 

The Miami Heat point guard, who grew up in south 
suburban Robbins, and his high school sweetheart were 
embroiled for years in an ugly divorce that finally was 
settled in June. The two are each seeking sole custody of 
their two sons, ages 8 and 3. 

Lawyers for Wade and his ex-wife, Siohvaughn, traded 
barbs in their opening statements in Circuit Judge Re- 
nee Goldfarb’s courtroom. 

Wade’s lawyer, James Pritikin, accused the former 


wife of “bizarre” behavior and tampering with Wade’s 
scheduled visitation time with the children. He said he 
expects that behavior to continue— at the detriment of 
Wade’s relationship with his sons. 

“She’s her own boss,” Pritikin said. “The court has no 
authority over her and she totally disrespects its author- 
ity” 

But Siohvaughn Wade’s lawyer, Michael Haber, coun- 
tered that the NBA all-star simply is too busy to be the 
boys’ sole caretaker, calling it a “selfish desire.” 

“In order to be a good custodial parent, you must be 
available to parent the children,” Haber said. “Unfor- 
tunately this is not feasible for a person like Dwyane 
Wade.”

Crime rate tumbles in U.S. 


WASHINGTON The nation’s crime rate 
dropped an additional 5 percent last 
year, continuing a 20 -year trend that has 
cut the incidence of major crimes nearly 
in half, according to the FBI’s crime sta- 
tistics. 

Crime experts have cited several possi- 
ble explanations for the falling crime rate, 
including better policing, a swelling of the 
prison population, the decline of the crack 
cocaine epidemic and an aging population. 
But regardless of the reason, crime fell 
sharply during the 1990s and has declined 
gradually since then. 

Last year, the rate of murders and man-

slaughter was 5.0 per 100,000 Americans, 
down from 9.8 in 1991. Overall, the rate of 
violent crimes fell more than a third during 
that time, from a rate of 758 per 100,000 in 
1991 to 429 last year. 

Common property crimes also declined 
sharply over the two decades. For example, 
the FBI counted 1,661,000 thefts of mo- 


tor vehicles in 1991. Last year, it counted 
794,616. 

“This is good news. It should get more 
attention,” said John Conklin, aTifts Uni- 
versity sociologist who has written widely 
on crime and its causes. 

He said the recent declines in crime 
contradict predictions that a bad economy 
and high unemployment would lead to an 
increase in robberies and other crimes. 

“If you lock up a lot more people, you 
will probably see reduced crime,” he said. 
“That’s doesn’t necessarily mean I recom- 
mend a Tock-them-up’ policy We have the 
world’s highest rate of incarceration.”

Sounds 
like a hit 

White Sox batters turn to music 
to get in the right frame of mind

One against nine. 

No matter what level of athlete, those are long 
odds. 

But that’s arguably what every Major League 
Baseball batter faces about four or five times a 
game. 

So what do hitters use to give them that added 
boost as they travel to home plate, a trip that just 
maybe one of the loneliest moments in sports? 

Music, of course. 

At-bat songs are a baseball staple that can 
provide a rare glimpse into the personalities of 
baseball players who often select tunes with per- 
sonal meaning. As the White Sox begin a high- 
pressure, must-win series against the Minnesota 
Twins on Tuesday, they’ll need any extra motiva- 
tion they can find. 

“It helps me out a lot,” said White Sox left 
fielder Juan Pierre, who approaches the batter’s 
box to Canton Jones’ “I Call Him G.O.D.” “With 
the song I use, it makes me realize that God’s in 
control. There’s no need to panic or put any add- 
ed pressure on myself. So it helps out a lot when I 
hear it walking up to the plate.” 

Pierre, who sets the offensive tone for the Sox 
as the leadoff hitter, nowadays gets keyed up at a 
mellower pace than he once did. 

“I’m really into the Christian rap, that’s my 
thing now I can’t listen to all that hip-hop like I 
used to anymore,” he said. “Those are the kinds 
that get my mind right. Thanking God and 
praising him every at-bat, every time I put on a 
uniform, realizing that this is a blessing. That’s 
where I’m at right now with mine.” 

Sox shortstop Alexei Ramirez prefers a more 
upbeat tempo for his plate appearances, alternat- 
ing between Rihanna’s “Rude Boy” and reggae- 
ton artist Don Omar for his at-bats. 

“It’s a combination of things: It calms me 


down, but it helps me concentrate,” Ramirez 
said. “It gets me in the right frame of mind be- 
cause it gets me comfortable at the plate.” 

Other players, however, give their selections 
much less thought. 

Catcher A.J. Pierzynski opts for Creed’s “Bul- 
lets” because he’s friends with several of the band 
members. The 13-year veteran started choosing 
his own at-bat songs last season in an effort to 
break out of a hitting slump. 

“It’s there, and you hear it, but honestly I think 
you listen to other guys’ music more than you 
listen to your own,” Pierzynski said. “Tfcu’ve got 
so many things going through your mind at that 
moment. Who’s the pitcher? How’s he pitching 
to our guys? What’s going on in the ballgame? 
Music’s the last thing you’re thinking about.” 

Carlos Quentin approaches his at-bats with a 
more workmanlike mentality, electing to have no 
music accompany him on his trips to the plate. 

“This is our job; I’ve got to hit,” he said. “So 
I just focus in on my plan, try to pay attention 
to the game, see how the pitcher’s throwing to 
similar-type middle-of-the-order guys, and I go 
to compete.” 

Though not as important to everybody, in a 
task as daunting as battling big-league pitch- 
ing, where rhythm and timing are key elements, 
music still plays a pivotal role for some players. 
Whether it be to soothe the nerves or focus their 
concentration, a familiar tune can help settle any 
jitters hitters may have. 

“I’m not trying to get into a killer mode or 
nothing like that. In baseball, you’ve got to re- 
main calm,” Pierre said. “Thu get that [killer] in- 
stinct, and you’ll be swinging at everything over 
your head or anything. So you’ve got to be kind of 
even-keel playing baseball. It’s just more of a re- 
laxing mood I try to get in. Not too intense, but 
not too laid back. Kind of in that middle stage.”

So I did some

ered some other rules that will be enforced 
this year. 

» A player can be awarded a touchdown only 
if he sticks the landing. On an Olympic judg- 
ing scale, the catch must be awarded a 7.0 
or better. This is up to the discretion of the 
officials. 

» A player can be considered down only if 
every body part is touching the ground and 
if the player is held in a half nelson for three 
seconds. 

» If a team throws the ball deep and yells

Bears coach Lovie Smith had to pause for a moment 
Monday to consider the irony of the question. 

Criticized often for his Cover-2 scheme, Smith was 
asked why there wasn’t safety help for Zack Bowman 
when the 6-foot-i cornerback was put in a jump-ball 
situation against 6-5 Calvin Johnson, a leap the Lions 
wide receiver won— until he tried to brace himself with 
the ball in his right hand and it squirted out. 

“It seems like every time we play double coverage, 
{people ask} ‘Why do you guys play two deep?’ ” Smith 
said. “On that play, we had a blitz on— ‘Why don’t you 
blitz more?’— and when you blitz you can’t double cov- 
er everybody on each play Football 101. Can’t do it. On 


that play we didn’t. The next two we did.” 

The Bears were in Cover-3 on the play with 24 sec- 
onds remaining in the 19-14 victory Sunday that was 
preserved when an official replay review deemed John- 
son’s would-be 25-yard touchdown catch to be an in- 
completion. 

Meanwhile, Smith remained resolute in his decision 
to have Matt Forte try to run in on fourth-and-goal 
from the 1 after he had failed in three previous goal- 
line runs.
